1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not show, teach or fairly suggest an antenna mounted on a substrate, a 
plurality of antenna elements, a ground plane opposite to the radiators, an a surface 
wave control structure disposed on the substrate between an adjacent pair of the 
antenna elements and has a triangular cross section and an apex of a distance from the 
substrate and having an apex angle, and a stacked patch antenna array with a first 
patch element adapted to couple with an isolation structure to a second patch element, 

a ground plane on an opposite surface of the antenna elements, upper and lower tuning 

structures in contact with the patches so that the first and second patches can be tuned 

independently of each other, all arranged as claimed.
